Too much food, drink or 
drugs can harm the system

When it comes to the care and 
feeding of the gastrointestinal tract, 
most people focus on the feeding 
and forget about the care. 

And that, up to a point, is fine. 
The so-called GI tract, through 
which everything we eat or drink is 
carried, is a busy and efficient thor- 
oughfare. Leading from the mouth 
through the pharynx, the oesoph- 
agus, the stomach, and on into the 
large and small intestine and then 
to the rectum, the GI tract not only 
transports what we eat — it trans- 
forms it. At various stages along 
the route ingested material is chem- 
ically treated, reorganized, stored, 
distributed or dispatched. 

All of this movement and activity 
we take pretty much for granted. 
But, like any other transportation 
system, this one can get snarled up. 

The main enemies of the GI tract 
are ASA (acetyl salicylic acid), 
alcohol, smoking, antibiotics and 
laxatives. 

ASA, whether in tablet or seltzer 
form, can have a damaging effect 
on the tough lining of the stomach 
wall — the mucous membrane — 
making the stomach more yulner- 
able to acids involved in the diges- 
tive process. The result of all this 
will depend on the amount of 
aspirin taken, and, of course, on the 
person and the stomach involved. 
But it can ‘mean heartburn, ulcers 
or even hemorrhage. 

Alcohol has much the same effect 

noe $ 
on the stomach lining, but large and 


Consistent doses of it can also affect 
the liver and the pancreas — both 
glands involved in the digestive 
Process — and can also lead to pan- 
Creatitis and cirrhosis of the liver, 
difficult to treat (sometimes incur- 
able) diseases. Alcohol has a third 
effect. It hampers the absorption of 
food as nutrient, thus depriving the 
body of the full value of what is 
eaten. 

Smoking relaxes the valve be- 

tween the stomach and the oesoph- 
agus, thus allowing acids to flow 
back from the stomach instead of 
moving along in the right direction. 
This condition, known as reflux 
Ocsophagitis, causes heartburn. 
Also, while smoking hasn't actually 
been shown to cause ulcers, it does 
Prevent existing ones from healing 
properly. 
_ Antibiotics can injure the GI tract 
in a number of ways, such as by 
Causing inflammation of the colon 
— colitis, While these “wonder 
drugs” obviously serve a useful pur- 
pose, they shouldn’t be used for 
trivial complaints. 

Finally, people who don't get 
enough roughage in their diet resort 
to laxatives, and these, in their 
harsher forms, tend to flog the life 
out of the large bowel. This creates 
a vicious circle in which the bowel 
isn’t elastic enough to do its job, 
and so more laxatives are needed. 

The enemies of the GI tract are 
mostly quite easy to deal with; their 
assets have to be weighed against 
their liabilities. Moderation is where 
care of the GI tract begins.

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Hydro demonstrates electrical Safety 


For many of the students it was 
their first exposure to electrical 
safety, but for the two Hydro 
safety officers it was their last 
public appearance. 

Mr. M.C.MacLeod and 
Mr. Hugh Scharf gave a 55- 
minute demonstration depicting 
the eight most prevalent electri- 
cal accidents, to the students of 
Deseronto Public School. The 
demonstration uses a model 
developed by Ontario Hydro 
engineers about 1969. 

This was the final time 
the public will have the oppor- 
tunity to be instructed by Ontario 
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Hydro safety officers. Mr. Mac- 
Leod said budgetary cutbacks 
have forced Hydro to concentrate 
safety instruction solely on Hydro 
employees. He said that material 
made available to schools by 
Hydro's public relations depart- 
ment is also being discontinued. 
Mr. Macleod said the 
demonstration was given at the 
school because it had been ar- 
ranged by Police Chief Carl 
Beattie prior to the cutbacks.

WITH A SAFE FIRE 


The Yule Log is still a tradition~ 
al part of Christmas for many 
Canadians.

* For many, the traditional 
natural log has given way to the _ 
manufactured paper and wax : 
fireplace log. These long-burn- 
ing logs can provide hours of | 
enjoyment if properly used. 
Follow the directions on the 
packaging to the letter. Keep 

a bucket of water and some sand 
close at hand. Never burn 

more than one log at a time. 

Only after the first log has 

burned away is it safe to adda 
second. Place the manufactured 
log at the rear of the fireplace. 

* A mantel festooned with 
boughs, stockings and assorted 
ornaments may look beautiful , 
but in reality, if you 're plan- 
ning a blazing fire, it's asking 

for trouble. 

* Don't try to dispose of gift 
wrappings or the Christmas 

tree in the fireplace.

Pork Marketing Board handles bids by teletype 


TORONTO -- The gravelly 
voice of the auctioneer is 
gone. replaced instead by the 
clicking of a teletype 
machine, but the principle of 
bidding in an open market 
remains the rule in Ontario's 
complex pork marketing 
system 

Pork is 4 major part of the 
province’s — agricultural 
industry with between 40,0) 
and 50.000 pigs going to 
murket every week. In terms 
of dollar values to primary 
producers. these pigs are 
worth a total of some $260 
million a year, an average of 
$5 million a week 

Keeping track of up to 
50,000 pigs per week and 
acting as a liaison between 
farmers and meat 
processing companies is a 
tnajor responsibility, but the 
task is handled efficiently by 
the Ontario Pork Producers’ 
Marketing Board, which has 
its head office in a small 
building on Dundas Street 
West in Toronto. 

Although the board has 
many functions, its most 
important one is to operate a 
daily auction sale, getting 


the pigs from the farm 
operators, to the meat 
processors at a keenly 


competitive price. 

This is accomplished, 
usually within three or four 
hours, through the miracle of 
the teletype network. There 
are 46 market yards 
throughout the province. As 
hogs are collected ‘there, 
information on the offerings 
available is fed to the central 
office in Toronto

From the central 
marketing board office, the 
information is relayed again 
by teletype. to the major 
meat processing companies 
in the province, and buyers 
for the meat companies in 
turn place their bids using 
the teletype machines 

On delivery hogs are 
#raded by government in- 
Spectors and for exceptional 
quality, the actual price may 
be as much as 12 percent 
higher than the original bid 
A sub-par hog is discounted 
on @ similar scale 


“Our system of marketing 
has proven so efficient that 
pork producers in other 
provinces have organized 
their sales similarly, and we 
have had visitors from many 
other parts of the world to 
study our operation,” said 
Sid Fraleigh of Lambton 
County, chairman of the 
Pork Producers’ Marketing 
Board. 

Mr. Fraleigh noted that 
the board is not a govern- 
ment agency although 
operating under guidelines 
set down by the provincial 
government 

The board does not have 
the power to set prices, nor 
does it tell farm operators 
how many pigs they can 
produce. It is a free market, 
and prices are established on 
the auction system purely 
through the laws of supply 
and demand. 

Another important func- 
tion served by the marketing 
board involves consumer 
education. Through its in- 


formation wing, the board 
reaches out to the consumer 
public. pointing out the value 
of the product.. explaining 
the different cuts. and how to 
#el top value from each cut 
through proper preparation 

The cost for these services 
Is Aurprisingly reasonable, 
Mr Fraleigh notes 
Marketing. promotion. 
administration. and 
maintenance of the province 
wide network of sales yards 
is covered by a levy that 
Works out to about half of one 
cent per pound 

“Our streamlined 
marketing system alone 
more than justifies the cost 
of the board’s total operation 
in terms of savings to the 
consumer,’ Mr. Fraleigh 
said. 


“Without the board, the 
producer’s costs would be 
considerably higher because 
he would have to spend so 
much time dealing directly 
with the processors. 
Similarly the processors 
would have to hire dozens of 
additional buyers to ac- 
complish what we do with 
the teletypes. Bookkeeping 
would be far more complex. 
And all these additional costs 
would show up in the form of 
higher prices at the meat 
counters 

“Some consumers seem to 
think that marketing boards 
are costing them money,” 
Mr Fraleigh added 
“Believe me, the Ontario 
Pork Producers’ Marketing 
Board is saving them money 
every day.”
